THE VIRGINIUS AFFAIR. 


—— 


The Steamer Ville de Havre 
Disaster. 


Her Captain and Crew Charged with 
Repulsive Cowardice. 


The Storming of Cartagena 


BASTERN STATES, 


Wasuixcton, Dec. 7.—There is the best 
authority for stating that the Government of 
Spain has never since the signing of the re 
cent protocol expreesed any inclination. to 
have it modified, and though some alarm has 
been created by recent reports from Havana, 
there is not the slightest apprebension ex- 
pressed by the executive braach of the U: 8. 
Government of any trouble, and nothing has 
occurred to diminish. its confidenct in either 
the honest purpose or ability of the Spanish 
Government to execute its engagements. 
Whatever may have been suggested hereto- 
fore as to the programme, it can now be as- 
certained that the Virginius will be delivered 
to one of our naval vessels withia the next 
ten deys, in a Cuban port, in open day. The 
surviving passengers and crew will be trans- 
ferred to a United States ship at Santiago de 
Cuba, ia a like open manner. 


BUROPB. 

Lowpox, Dee. 1.—The crew of the Lochean, 
which ran into and sunk the Ville de Havre, 
have arrived at Plymouth. They were 
brought into port by the British Queen, 
which took them off the Lochean on the 29th 
ult., at which time she was in « sinking con- 
dition. The aceount of the Ville de Havre 
disaster, as given by the rescued crew, re- 
presents that the captain and second mate of 
the steamer came on board the Lochean 
shortly after the collision and did not assist 
in saving any passengers, and that a majority 
of the French crew exhibited lanfentable 
cowardice. 

The captain of the Lochean makes a state- 
ment concerning the circumstances attend- 
ing the collision. After first sighting the 
steamer and seeing that she was coming dan- 
gerously near, the captain of the Lochean 
rang the ship’s belle and ported her belm. 
The helm of the steamer was put to the star- 
board, but the steamer came right across the 
Lochean’s bows. The people in the first 
boat from the French steamer did not say she, 
was sinking, but the captain of the Lochean 
observing that the steamer was settling 
down, sent out his boats. : 

Neither the first French boat nor the sec- 
ond which arrived shortly afterwards, bring- 
ing first aud second captains of the Ville de 
Havre, attempted to return, but in spite of 
the ex postalations of all the crew which were 
left on board the Lochean, and the threats of 
ber master to fire upon them, they remained 
alongside the ship. The clothing of the 
French officers who reached the deck of the 
Locbean was dry, showing no signs of their 
baving been in the water. Finally some 
Englishmen seized and manned one of the 
Freach boats, and went to the rescue of those 
who were struggling in the sea. Only one of 
the Freach boats assisted ia the rescue. 

The captain of tue Lochean considers that 
the great loss of life resulted from the fact 
that bis vessel drifted such a long distance 
trom the steamer after the collision, before 
it was possible to return, and from the tardi- 
sess of the steamer in showing signals of 
distress, and from the miscénduct of her 
crew. 

Mapaip, Dec. 7.—The Government. has 
issued peremptory orders to the fleet to at- 
tack Cartagena io conjunction with the land 
forces. — 

Estella has been wholly abandoned by the 
Government forces, on account of the preva- 
lence of small pox aod cholera. 

Lospon, Dec. 8.—The Times’ dispatch from 
Cartagena says all the vessels of the block- 
ading squadron, except the Saragossa, have 
returned to their station off the harbor.

Our Cariboo Correspondence.

Environ Stanparp:—Duriog the temporary 
suspension of oar little paper, the Sentinel, 
we have no medium for recording the events 
that pespire in our midst and of course I am 
under the necessity of requesting the favor of 
a small space in your columns to relate the 
brief particulars of one of the saddest acci- 
dents that has occurred here for some time, 
and one which has casta deep gloom ovér 
the whole commaopity. It happened in the 
South Wales claim, Lightning Creek, on 
Tuesday last 18th., resulting in the death of 
two of our most esteemed fellow citizens, 
Mons. B. Deffis and Mr. John Stephenson, 
the South Wales Co. of which the deceased 
gentlemen were both members had a block of 
solid ground atthe upper end of the claim, 
that they intended to work, but in order to do 
so a large body of water confined in some old 
drifts had to be tapped, and ia accomplish- 
ing this object the lives of the unfortunate 
men were sacrificed. According to previous 
surveys of the claim it was estimated that a 
space of some 14 feet of sound ground inter- 
veoed at the time of the accident, and conse- 
quently the same care was not observed as 
would otherwise have been, had it been sup- 
posed the pent up water was so near the 
drive. : 

On the afternoon in question Messrs. 
Deffig and Stevenson were working in the 
drift, having taken the usual precaution of 
using ‘‘face boards” to secure it aguinst dan- 
ger, but a space of 18 inches had been left at 
the bottom to permit excavation. It would 
appear that while Mr. Stevenson was es- 
gaged in this work the water suddenly burst 
through with such violence as to throw bim 
a distance of sixteen feet from the face, 
knocking out a set of timbers atthe same 
time. Both men seem to have been killed on 
the instant by being driven against some 
obstacle, as their bodies bore many cuts and 
bruises. Mr. D. Smith, one of the members 
of the company, was also working in the 
drive, but at tbe time.of the casualty bad gone 
after some timbers, thas providentially: sav- 
ing bis life. The bodies were brought to 
Barkerville for interment, and the funerals 
took place oa Tharsday. Mr. Stevenson's 
remains were followed to the Cameronton 
Cemetery by the Masonic brethren and a large 
and respectable body of citizens. Those of 
Mons Deffis were accompanied to the Rich- 
field Cemetery by a like respectable number 
of citisens and friends. 

Mr. Stevenson was a young man, 32 years 
of age, a native of Nova Scotia, and bas been 
eo din mining since 1862. He leaves an 
only brother here and a host of friends to 
mours bis untimely end. 

Mons B. Deffis was an old pioneer on the 
coast aod well known and respected in the 
Province. Ia the intervals ef bis mining 
operations he has repeatedly given instruct, 
ions in the French and German languages, of 
whicb be was thoroughly a master, and many 
of his pupils and friends througboat the Pro- 
vince will deeply lament the sed accident that 
bas so suddenty terminated the career of a 
useful fenergetic and bonorabie man.

| Evrron Srawsparpv:—While I fully agree 
with you that the opening wp of the rural 
districts of the country by means of geod 
highways—is an important desideratum, 1 
am nevertheless obliged seriously to join 
ipsue with you on the general tenor of your 
argumestin your of the 26th inst., 
under the heading of “Facile Communica- 
tion.” It is an error fallen into—I am sorry to 
say—only too frequently by public writers, in 
their adyocacy alike of men and measures, 
that'in seeking to establish oae, they en- 
deavor to do it at the expense of a rival. 
Instead of devoting their energies for the 
time being to the exclusive advancement of a 
particular measure, and confining themselves 
to setting forth the falland varied merits of 
the cause, they seem to think it absolutely 
necessary tu bespatter a rival cause with mud, 
or in other words to clothe it in an array of 
demerits, real or imaginary, so as to form a 
contrast favorable to that which they are at 
the time advocating. Tbis seems to me to be 
the mistake you bave made in the leader 
above referred to 1am not at all inclined to 
accuse you (as does the Colonist) of ‘‘flopp- 
ing on the tariff question, but I must candid- 
ly confess that I do not think you have lately 
taken that broad view of the matter that 
would have been consistent with an old and 
experienced advocate and friend of the 
country ? In all your recent utterances on 
the modified tariff I find you ‘speaking of it 
as something very desirable “in the interests 
of the farmer,’’ but at the same time you 
Hint,nay you openly allege, that it would be to 
the loss of other members of the commanity. 
Now, sir, I emphatically deny that 
the mof@ification is asked for solely for 
the benefit of the farmers; it is for the bene- 
fit of the whole country; for there is no 
doubt that ultimately every class of the com- 
munity would be the beiter for its operation. 
Upouagriculture to a greater or less extent 
binges every other industry in the country. 
So intimately, in fact, is agriculture united 
to the general interests of any country, that 
to crush the one is almost necessarily to 
¢rush the other, and to foster the one is cer- 
tainly to develop the other. I deny that the 
modification of the tariff! would entail the 
necessity of ‘robbing Peter in order to pay 
Paul,” for I contend that Peter would re- 
_ quite as mach of the pay as Paul would 
0. 


| I am very glad indeed to find you, advocat- 
iog the construction of roads throughout the 
Province. The interests of the country un- 
doubtedly demand that a move be made at 
once in the direction you indicate in your 
leader; but roads, however good in them- 
belves, cannot for a moment be allowed to be 
a remedy for the evil (so justly complained 
of by farmers) imposed upoa the country by 
the Canadian tariff. The matter complained 
of (as you know) is this: Owing to the ab- 
sence of duties in favor of the farmer, the 
principal market in the Province is in a con- 
stant state of glut with foreign Produce, to 
the very serious detriment of our own pro- 
‘ducers. If the censtruction of highways 
were all that is necessary to enable our far- 
mers successfally to compete with our neigh- 
bors on the other side the line, then, un- 
doubtedly, you would be right, and the road 

uestion would at once supercede the tariff. 
This, unfortunately, however, is not so, as I 
have on more than one oceasion before done 
my best to show. 

{n speaking of the tariff, in your leader on 
roads, you give expression to the following: 
“This difficulty, however, presents itself— 
that if an impost ie levied upon agricultural 
productions to protect the farming interest, 
the manufacturing interest will also pnt in a 
claim for a higher rate of protection, and, if 
allowed, would leave the farmer in no better 
conditien than he is now,” etc. I assure you, 
Mr. Editor, I am astonished to see anything 
like that from your pen. I had credited you 
with a correct knowledge of the subject, and 
that sentence displays an utter lack of ap- 
preciation of the question at issue. In the 
first place every mauufacturing interest is at 
present protected, and all that farmers ask, 
is to be placed on an equal gy | with their 
confreres in other walks of life. Then again, 
by what process of reasoning do you arrive 
at the conviction that it would be to the ia- 
terest of the manufacturer to keep the farmer 
as ‘‘he is now?’ In other countries the 
agricultural interest is looked upon as the 
mainstay of all ordinary manufactures, aod 
it would be bere, if it were not almost frozen 
out of existence. Go to the tailor, the shoe- 
maker, the plow maker,the wagon maker,the 
harness maker, the machinist, etc., and ask 
them who is, or rather who ought to be their 
best customers, and the answer would un- 
doubtedly be,—the farmers. Let then a ta- 
riff be inaugurated calculated to further the 
interest of the agriculturist, extend and de- 
velop thereby the farming community; and 
the manufacturer, instead of objecting, will 
be the first to rejoice at the prosperity of his 
neighbor, for it will be to him a harbinger of 
better times for himself. - 

In conclusion, Mr. Editor, let me ask you 
to go on with your road business, but do not 
again throw overboard the tariff. The one is 
in no way inimical to the other. The farmer 
wants both, the country wants both, and the 
two together would make an excellent team 
to draw the Province out of the “‘ slough of 
despond,’’ in which it has so long been toil- 
ing. W. SMITHE.
